The Northern State Steamship Company /Severnoye Gosudarstvennoye Morskoye Parokhodstvo--- 
SGMp 7 was subordinate to the Ministry”of the Merchant Fleet through the Chief Directorate 
of the Northwestern Fleet The company s administration was in. Arkhan- 
gelsk, Ulitsa Pavlina ^inogradov8^\Th^Tirector was General Director 3rd Class (. ) 

Bakhvalov. Bakhvalov had three deputies whose names I do not recall. This steamship 
company was one of Russia's oldest. It had been nationalized in February 1918 and follow- 
ed the same pattern of reorganization as all other MF steamship companies. The .'orthern 
State Steamship Company maintained freight and passenger transport lines in the North, _ 
White. Barents, Kara, Laptev, E. Siberian, Chukchi, and Bering Seas and the Sea of 
Ports-of-call were as follows: Murmansk, Spitsbergen, Kandalaksha, Dudinka, Molotovsk, ar% 
Tali-Mar, Vladivostok, and several factories located at the mouths of the Ob, lenisey, ena^ 
Indigirka, and Kolyma Rivers. In addition to the domestic lines, the company maintained 
transport lines with some foreign ports, mainly in England (export of timber), Sweden and 
Norway (imports of machinery and steel K The company s navigation period did not last 
more than months annually, 15 ay to the end of October 0 


2, Principal cargoes transported by the Northern Steamship Company weres timber and lumber, v 
coal from Pechora region to Murmansk and other ports for local use, food stufls, xis 
to Murmansk, machinery and equipment- to the East, and construction material to almos a \ 
Eastern ports. In addition to freight, the company carried large passenger transports con-* 
sisting mainly of slave labor camp inmates. The 1951 transport plan for the Northern 
Steamship Company called for transport of 4,000,000 tons. 1 have no details of the plan. 
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3. The administration of the Northern State Steamship Company was 
similar to that of the Baltic Steamship Company. However, there 
was no fourth deputy director and the number of administrative 
personnel was 25$ less than that of the Baltic company. 

4. The company's fleet consisted of about 120 vessels. The largest 

part of these were 1 old steamships . Only about 30 vessels were 
diesel-powered. The steamships were mostly of the one-propeller 
type, equipped with steam engines of Compaud make provided with 
economizers. Boilers were of the Scoteh type provided with steam 
©verheaters of the Schmidt make, releasing steam pressures of 8 to 
16 atrapsnhere^^The over-heated steam had a temperature of ,256 to 
300 C. following groups of ships belonging to the company:
